Gladstone’s great speech, cordially 
accepted the new home rule constitution 
asa satisfactory scheme of Irish national 
self-government, subject to endeavors in 
committee to improve the rroposed financial 
arrangements and to have the time shortened 
wherein the land question is to be withheld 
from the purview of the Irish National Leg- 
islature. Weare authorized by the party 
to transmit this, our position, tothe friends 
and supporters of Irish liberty inthe United

THE IRISH PARLIAMENT. 
The closing passages of Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech delivered yesterday in introducing 


the home rule bill were particularly strong. 
Speaking of the proposed Irish Parliament 
_ defined its character and powers as fol- 
Ow’s: 

Power is granted to the Irish Legislature whieh 
consists, firstof all, of a legislativeceuncil; sec- 
ondly, of a legislative assembiy empowered to make 
laws for the peace, orderand good government of 
Ireland andin respect to matters exclusively re- 
lating to Ireland ora part thereof. That power is 
subject to a double limitation. First of allit is 
subject to necessary and obvious limitations impos- 
ing certain incapacities on the Irish Parliament, in- 
eating ali that relates to the crown, the regency or 
the vice royalty. The subjects of peace and war, 
public defense, treaties and foreign relations, dig- 

titles, law and treason doe not belong to 
Legisiature. The iaw of alienage 
does not belong to it, mor anything that belongs te 
external trade—the coinage and other subsidiary 
subjects. Otberincapacities are imposed similar te 
those contained inthe bill of 1886. These provide 
for the security of religious freedom, the safeguard 
iof education and for the security of personal free- 
dom, in which we endeavored to borrow of the 
modern amendments tothe American ConStitutior. 
Then, comingto exclusive wers, we retain the 
‘poyalty_of Ircland, but.we divestitof the party 
tofore Dorné, Dy making the appoint- 
ment run six years, subjectto the revoking power 
ofthecrown. Then, also, the pest is freed from all 
religious disability.

**Hence,’’ he added, ‘‘the Irish feel that 
although they cannot approve the present 
financial proposals and the provision re- 
garding the land question, ‘they are 
bound to recognize in the ‘heartiest 
noble courage and 
of Mr. Gladstone in offering 
this constitution to their country. The main 
improvements inthe hew bill are first the 
disappearance of the Recelver-General, and 
consequent perfect financial freedom for the 
Irish Government, which will be able to col- 
lect and control its own revenues. The 
second improvement is the constitution 
of the second chamber, which makes 
the Legislature a thoroughly workable and 
democratic body. The third improvement is 
in the veto power, which is provided for 


in a better manner thanin the Dill of 1886. 
The fourth improvement is Irish control of 
the police and of the land question after a 
limited time. 

**In regard to the retention of Irish mem- 
bers at Westminster, it may be mentioned 
that this was accepted by Mr. Parnell years 
ago. 

‘*I see no objection to a reduction of the 
number of Irish representatives in the Impe- 
rial Parliament and I accept the re- 
ligious restrictions heartily. I believe 
the bill will pass the House of 
Commons. The Tories are, of course, bit- 
terly opposed to it, as they were to the bill of 
1886, but I considerthat Irishmen Who will 
refuse to accept it will prove themselves un- 
worthy of the confidence of their country.’’ 

The comments inthe evening newspapers 
on the subject of home rule are on the same 
lines as those which appeared in thé morn- 
ing papers. The Conservative journals re- 
ject the measure in toto, while the Liberal 
papers approve and praise it, although at 
the same time, picking small flaws 
in certain provisions of the biil. 

The Prince of Wales was the first to con- 
gratulate Mr. Gladstone yesterday in a 
private room at the House of Commons ,after 
his address introducing the home rule Dill. 
Then the Duchess of Teck and the Princesses 
Louise and May of Teck congratulated the 
Premier. 

COMMENTS ON THE BILL. 

Wm, O’Brien, M. P. for Cork City, said 
this morning in aninterview regarding the 
home rule bill introduced in Parliament by 
Mr. Gladstone: 

**It seems to me that the main principles 
of the bill provided a better settlement of the 
home rule question than that of 1886. Our 
chief reservation is on the financial pro- 
posals. 
Giadstone’s surplus of halfa milion pounds 
is real. Mr, Sexton, Mr, Dillon, 
Mr. Blake, and ‘others of our 
friends fear that the full extent 
of Irish local charges have not been taken 
into account. The proposed contribution for 
the support of the police will involve a for- 
midablie drain for the first few years. Irish- 
men will hold their opinions on such matters 
at present, and do the threshing out when 
the figures are fully examined and under- 
stood. Nevertheless the main lines of the 
billarea nobie and sufficient settlement of 
the national claims. Weareable to heartily 
recommend Irish acceptance of the 
measures giving them substantial con- 
trol over our domestic affairs. 
we should not be justified in resenting the 
provisions giving the minority adequate rep- 
resentation and providing for a veto by the 
crown and tie supremacy of the Imperial 
Parliament. The second chamber will 
Goubtless be a considerable drag, and the 
franchise of £20 will probably insure a ma- 

ority of the members of the council for the

**The programmeofthe Nationaliste should 
be sympathetic and patriotic, combining all 
sensible people in the iwork of advancing the 
business interests of Ireland. 

‘*‘The police arrangements,’’ added Mr, 
O’Brien. ‘‘are practically those agreed upon 
with Mr. Parnell at Boulogne. The bul« of 
the present force would doubtless be re- 
engaged under Irish authority. The checks 
upon the appointment of judges are irk- 
some, but possibly useful. There are now 
too many judges in Ireland, but the 
chances are that the more rabidof these 
will retire on pensions. It is a sacrifice to 
demand that Irishmen shall be debarred 
from touching the land question for three 
years. We recognize that,the compromise is 
reasonable, but must press for power to 
check the present land commissioners in the 
meantime from saddling leaseholders with 
rack rents. Irishmen will probably assent to 
a reduction of the membership at Westmin- 
ster.’’ 

Mr. John Burns. the labor member for 
Battersea, said that he was greatly pleased 
with the bill, although from a democratic 
point of view it was not an ideal tncasure. 
He objected tothe veto power reserved to 
the crown, to the second .chamber and 
especially to the election of that chamber by 
limited franchise. Mr. Burns said that not- 
withstanding these objections he would cer- 
tainly support the measure. 


THE IRISH PRESS. 
DUBLIN, Feb. 14.—The Wzpress says-of the 
home rule bill: It is mostly a mere repeti- 
tion of the former bill, Where it differs itis 
more complex andimpracticabie. The sug- 
gested safeguards are most illusory. 
The Irish Independent says: No definite 
opinion can be expressed until the text of the 
bill is before the public. On the points 


of police and finance the Dill seems espe- 
clally bad and justifies Mr. Parneli’s account 
of his interview with Mr. Gladstone. 

The comments of a score of leading pro- 
vincial dailies show thatthe Unionists have 
no disposition to give the Dill any quarter.

SENATOR VEST VISITS LAKEWOOD IN 
A HIS INTEREST. 


Cleveland Said to Feel Kindly Toward 
Him, But Asked for Indorsements— 
The Gresham Talk Arouses the Demo- 
crates in Washington—The Judge Writ- 
ing His Letter of Acceptance. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., Feb. 14.~—The Francis 
Cabinet boom is attracting more attention 
among Missourians here to-day than it ever 
has. The . visit, yesterday of Senator 
Vest to Lakewood, in the interest of 
Francis, has made many Missourians believe 
that the ex-Governor has a good chance of 
becoming Secretary of Agriculture. That is 
now the only position inthe Cabinet that is 
not practically disposed of. 

itis known that Vest, who, since his posi- 
tion In favor of the repeal of the Sher- 
man act is very solid with the 
President-elect, makes a very strong appeal 
for Francis. Vest said that Francis was 
especially qualified for the Secretaryship of 
Agriculture, as the»ex-Governor’s experi- 
ence asa commission merchant gave hima 
knowledge of the agricultural interests of 
the country, which Could be used to great 
practical advantage in the Agricultural De- 
partment. 

While Olevelaad gave no promise, he spoke 
in a most friendly manner of Francis, but 
said he would like him stfll better if he wasa 
Dative-born Missourian. 

The statement was also made here to-day 
that President Cleveland had stated to Don 
M. Dickinson and Joe Rickey 
that he would appoint ex-Governor 
Francis Secretary of Agriculture, provid- 
ing the latter secured the in- 
dorsement of National Committee- 
man Charles Mafiitt of Missouri and Dick 
Dalton of that State who is also askinga 
federal appointment. It is not thought 
probable, however, that Mr. Cleveland 
would make anappointmeut subject to such 
endorsement. 

Ex-Congressman’ Carlos French of Con- 
necticut has been offered the navy portfolio. 
Mr. .French succeeded the late Wm. 
Barnum as the Democratic leader of 
Connecticut, and is a member of 
the National Committee. He was one of 
Mr. Whitney’s chief lieutenants at Chicago 
during the convention. Helis very wealthy, 
and is possessed of very fine business ability. 
He is familiar with the requirements of the 
navy, as he was a member of the Naval Com- 
mittee while in Congress. 

The rumor of ex-Gov. Francis’ appoint- 
ment was also on the street here and on 
"Change. It was said that his brother, Sid, 
had recetveda telegram concerning the ap- 
pointment, and was hunting the ex+Gover- 
nor to learn. whether the latter wo accept.

DEMOCRATS WILL PROTEST. 

NEw York, Feb. 14.—The Democrats are 
angry. Tosaytheyare disappointed inthe 
selections made by President-elect Cleveland 
for his Cabinet does not express their feel- 
ingg. Most of them are doing very 
little talking except among them- 
selves and private opinions are such 
in many instances as would not 
bear publication. Anumber of members of 
Congress this afternoon expressed dissatis- 
faction with the reported selections for the 
next Cabinet. The choice which annoys 
them most is that of Judge Gresham. They 
allsay they have the greatest admiration 
and respect for Gresham personally and there 
was not one member of either House who 
would not admit that Judge Gresham would 
make a good Secretary of State; but they 
uttered bitter denunciations of Mr. Cleveland 
for selecting a man for his premier, who, 
only a short time ago, went tothe trouble of 
writing out an Interview declaring he was a 
Republican and only voted with 
the Democrats on the tariff issue. 
The feeling against Judge Gresham Is so pro- 
nounced as to indicate that a strong protest 
will be made to the President-elect within 
the coming week. lam told there isa move- 
menton foot looking toacombined attack 
upon Mr. Cleveland by the Democrats in 
Congress tourge upon himthe advisability 
of reconsidering his invitation to Judge 
Gresham to enter the Cabinet. If what I 
hear be true, a protest will be made to-day.

The two roads in question are 
the Cincinnati, Dayton & Ironton, and the 
Cincinnati, Dayton & Chicago companies, 
both of which are leased by the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton. They were unloaded 
upon the Hamilton & Dayton company dur- 
ing Ives’ connection with the latter prop- 


erty. 

Ives is said to be intimately associated with 
the Ohio Southern, Fe caplet from Spring: 
field to Weliston, O., bat that smajJl road is 
too insignificant for one Of Ives’ ‘pretensions. 
It practically begins nowhere and ends in the 
woods. But add.to this the railroads ‘named 
and great possibilities are opened up. ‘Tne 
Cincinnati, Dayton .& Ironton, expensing 162 
miles from Ironton to Dayton, affords a link 
in a through seaboard route. The Dayton & 
Chicago, extending ninety-five miles from 
Dayton to Lelphos, with a franchise for a 
line into Fort Wayne, is quite a step toward a 
line into Chicago. 

But these lines would not: be complete 
without a feeder from the East and North- 
east tapping the great railroads of the lakes 
and mining regions. Uencethe plan to get 
control of the Cleveland, Akron & Columbus 
road which, although not owned by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, gives that big com- 
pany the only route from Cleveland to Co- 
lumbus, Cincinnatiand the Southwest. The 
loss of this link, the line of which extends 
144 miles from Hudson to Columbus, would 
be a bad blow to the Pennsylvania company.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 14.—There is 
reason for believing that as faras the exec- 
utive branch of the Government is concerned 
the negotiations for the annexation of 
Hawall dre about tobe, if indeed they have 
not already been, concluded. The proposed 
meeting yesterday of the Secretary of State 
and the Hawaiian Commissioners did not 
take place owing tothe fact that Secretary 


‘Foster desired to attend the meeting of the 


American members of the monetary con- 
ference at Senator Allison’s house. But 
to-day ~*~ the treaty for annexa- 
tion, this being the form in 
which, ft is believed, the final result of the 
negotiations will find expression, isto be 
signed and transmitted to the President. 
The probability, therefore, is that in a day or 
two, at any rate before theclose of the week, 
the whole matter will be beforethe Senate 
in the shape of a treaty to be 
ratified, amended or rejected. In the pres- 
ent temper of the Senate and in view 
of the almost unanimous public senti- 
ment in favor of annexation thereis little 
or no doubt left but that that body will give 
its assent promptly tothe arrangement con- 
cluded by the Administration. There may 
be some amendments suggested in minor and 
non-essential details, Dut broadly speaking 
there seems to be no serious opposition to 


the principle of annexation. 
SEIZURE OF THE GILBERT GROUP. 

The relations of the United States with 
other powers, growing out of the protec- 
tection of the interests of the United States 
and its citizens in the islands of the Pacific 
Ocean, bas been the subject of considerable 
correspondence that will appear in 
the forthcoming volume of °*‘Foreigna 
Relations.’’ Some of this correspondence 
is particularly interesting at the present 
juncture of affairs. Mention has been made 
of the fact thatat thetime Capt. Davis of 
her majesty’s ship Royalist hoisted the 
British flag over the Glibert Islands, June ll, 
1892, his treatment of Mr. Adoleh Rick, the 
commercial agentof the United States at 
Butaritari, was such as tocall fortb a protest 
from Secretary Foster, which"was filed with 
Lord Roseberry on the 16th of November last, 
by Mr. Henry White, Secretary of American 
Legation inLondon. From the correspond- 
ence it appears that Capt. Davis refused to 
recognize Mr. Rick as consular representa- 
tive until he should be accredited to her 
majesty the Queen,and he demanded that the 
printed heading, ‘*United States Consulate, 
Butaritari’’ should be erased from letters 
intrusted to him under the usual courtesy of 
forwarding home-bound malls by returning 
war vesseis for transmission to the Depart- 
ment of State on the ground that it was not 
courteous. ° 
. It is pleasant to note that Mr. Rick refused 
to comply with the demandand that the Jet- 
ters Were carried by Capt, Davis in the 
original form presented to him. 

The correspondence also shows that Capt. 
Davis in a profane and unwarranted manner 
undertook totry A. J. Kustel, an American 
trader on the Island of Tarawa, for an al- 
leged assault upona native of the island some 
montbs previous to the date of the raising of 
the British flag over the Islands. 

Subsequently, under date of Dec. 9, Lord 
Rosebery informed Mr. White that the Brit- 
ish authorities and officials in the vicinity of 
the Gilbert Islands had been instruct to 
recognize Mr. Rick as United States repre- 
resentative on the Giibert Islands, and 
also expressed the regret of Her 
Majesty’s Government that Capt. Davis 
did send to Mr. Rick provisional recognition 
givinginthe meantime the assurance that 
the rights and interests of Ufiited States 
citizens established in the Gilbert Islands 
would be fully recognized and respected by 
the British authorities. 

THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 

Within the past few months frequent 
references have been made to the fact that 
correspondence was in progress between 
Germany, Great Britain and the United 
States under the tripartite arrangement by 
which they maintain a protectorate over the 
Samoan Islands. A letter written to Secre- 
tary of Legation White, on the 
London by Secretary of State Fosteron the 
2ist of Nov. last, may serve to more fully ex- 
plain the presence of the alliance at samoa. 
That letter begins with the statement that 
‘*‘in the judgment of the President the time 
is opportune for an explicit assertion of the 
views of the United States Government with 
respecttoits rights in the harbor of Pago 
Payzo as secured by treaty with the Samoan 
Islands and as now in process of accomplish- 
ment.’’

CAPT. RAPIEFF’S FUSES. 


The Testing Board and the Inventor Dis- 
agree as to Their Work. 


PorT Rorat, 8. C., Feb. %3.—The question 
of the efficiency of the Rapieff fuse ts all im- 
portant on board the Vesuvius just now, 
The mooted question of whether the fuses 
had worked during the lasttwo days’ trial 
with gun powder shells has not been settled. 
Capt. Rapieff stoutly maintains that in each 
instance the fuses have exploded. It is gen- 


erally believed that the board on the other 
hand does not think that the fuse exploded. 
The question is, however, thrown into 
greater obscurity by an incident 
of to-day’s work. The board took 
fifteen pounds of gunpowder lowered it ten 
fathoms below a buoy and had it exploded by 
electricity. There were no surface indica- 
tions which could be seen at a distance equal 
to that occupied by the Wahneta in refer- 
ence to shells fired Saturday. This will 
strengthen Capt. Rapleff’s ciaim that all the 
fuses have proved efficient. To-morrow 
equal tests with high explosives will be 
made. Three shells will be loaded with four 
pounds of guncotton each. A small charge 
is usedto avoid any possible accident from 
premature explosion of the shells.

This was the 
third day, and the committeemen announced 
the determination to conclude its labors and 
adjourned finally this afternoon. A number 
of witnesses who had been summoned had 
not been called when the committee con- 
vened this morning, and it seemed that 
some of them would not have a chance to 
tell what they knew about the troublesome 
wires. 


Just how the committee will makea com." 


prehensive report of the testimony it has 
heard is notclear. It adopted the unusual 
course of dispensing with an official sten- 
Ographer and there is no record whatever of 
what it has done. Senator Baskett is the 
Only member who has taken  any- 
thing like full notes of the. ev!i- 
dence, the others relying upon their 
memories and general impressions to enable 
them totell the Senate what they know of 
the subject. Whether the memories of the 
opponents of the Stone bill will be the same 
as those of the members who favor the meas- 
ure, isa question. All will have to admit, 
however, that the testimony has shown with- 
out doubt that the people of St. Louis favor 
the burying ofthe wires. All the witnesses 
questioned on that score have said that pop- 
ular sentiment was largely in favorof the 
step. Senators Yeater and Baskett freely 
admitted this to-day. 
MANAGER BOHLE ON THE STAND. 

Manager Bohle of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. was sworn when ithe committee 
Was called to order. He said that his 
wires were not dangerous in themselves, but 
when they came in contact with other more 
heavily charged wires they were likely 
to inflict injuries. He knew of 
one fatal case from electric wires. 
He saidthat he had experienced trouble in 
communicating with the office in Chicago, 
owing totheeffect of induction in the con- 
duits in that city. He thought the wires 
could not be as well operated in conduits as 
overhead. 

**Howdo a majority of the people stand on 
this proposition to have the wires placed 
undergrotind?’’ asked Senator Stephens. 

‘*‘I think the non-taxpayers are generally 
in favor of it, but the taxpayers would be 
more likely to give the matter considerable 
thought, as the tearing up the _ streets 
is very costly, and the conduits might 
oceasion a great deal of that work.’’ 

The witness said that the wires of the com- 
pany he represented were most humer- 
ous at Broadway and Olive street, 
and: he admitted that one. of 
their linemen had been killed at that point 
while repairing wires. ‘The wires were 
strung in frontof the buildings between the 
second and third stories. 

Manager Bohle sald that his company was 
not in favor of the Stone bill, because it was 
too broad. He attempted to show by the illus- 
trations in the Post DispaTcn of last Sunday 
that if the Stone bill were passed a large ma- 
jority of the wires would remain above 
ground, but his demonstration fell flat be- 
cause he had labored under the impression 
that the Stone bill did not tnclude the electric 
light wires. 

He then said that the Western Union was 
not averse to going under ground, but at the 
same time didnot desire to do so. If any 
wires should be interred they should 
all be. The fatality from wires 
was not great enough to warrant the intro- 
Guction of the conduit system, but that with 
other considerations formed sufficient rea- 
son for putting them below the surface. 

Mr. Bohle admitted that there was a very 
general sentiment that the wires should be

‘*If the State fails to pass a law to compel 
these people to go into conduits, do you 
thing it probable that the city will ever pass 
a bill to thatend?’’ asked Chairman Yeater. 

**I don’t think that it ever will pass such a 
law,”’’ answered Mr. Horton. 

The witness gave a Listory of the bill pre- 
sented by the Bell Telephone Co. two 
years ago asking permission to go under 
ground. Hesaidit had been introduced in 
the Council just before the ena of the season. 
The Council passed it, and it went to the 
House of Delegates, Dut was not passed for 
lack of time. 

The Bell Telephone Co. and the Postal Tele- 
graphCo. were the only ones that had ever 
asked permission to bury their wires. There 
was considerabie opposition to the measure 
on the part of the other companies. 

Mr. Horton was here excused and Chair- 
man Yeater stated that there were no more 
witnesses present. The Sergeant-at-arms 
was out after other witnesses though, and 
would bring them inina short time. An ad- 
journment was then ordered until 1:30 p. m. 

TESTIMONY YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

The examination of witnesses was con- 
tinued yesterday afternoon until 5 o’clock, 
When the Post-DISPATCH Went to press 
Manager Durant was still being questioned. 

Mr. Durant said that the only reason the 
company did not gounder ground was that 
the city would not giveittheright. They 
had been trying to get that right, but had 
met opposition. The witness thought that 
the opposition had ceased to exist, and that 
ifletalone the company would get a fran- 
chise. He was asked if the wire nuisance 
would  bé abated if the Legislature 
would keep its hands off and 
said that the telephone wires would at least 
be put out of the way in that event. sHe did 
not think the wires werea serious obstruc- 
tion tothe fire department, and the acci- 
dents from them were not nearso numerous 
as those from asphyxiation from illumi- 
hating gas. 

‘*Isn’tit a fact that there is great jealousy 
among the wire companies and that this 
prevents them from going under ground?’’ 

**No, we have a very good understand- 
ing with each other.’’ 

Manager Durant further testified that the 
St. Louls Underground Service Co. was a 
menace tothe other companies, but that it 
had no exclusive franchise. 

**Well,’’ said Senator Sebree, ‘‘I wish I 
could find out something about this matter. 
You say you want to gounder ground, and 
you say you object tothe Stone bill, You say 
you would if you could and you couldn’t if 
you would. You say again that you have the 
right to go, but you have opposition, and so 
on. Ican’tget atitatall.’’ 

Senator Sebree gave up in disgust and Sen- 
ator Yeater succeeded in getting the witness 
to state inso many words thatthe only ob- 
ject in the way of the Kell Telephone Co. was 
the present conduit. The company owning 
it, he said, wanted his company as patrons, 
and contendedthatno other franchise could 
be granted. 

Senator Burks asked if the conduit com- 
pany did not hold that no other franchise 
could be granted until they got all the pat- 
ronage they wanted. 

‘*That’s justit,’’ said the witness. ‘‘The 
prospectus of that company statesthat while 
the franchise is not exclusSive,it isimprobable 
that.any other franchise will ever be granted 
until this sub- way is fully occupiea. 

‘Let me ask you, Mr. Durant,’’ said4

Senator Burks began to question the wit- 
ness as tothe powers of the city to granta 
franchise, and Chairman Yeater said that 
the witness was probably no authority on 
the legal aspects of the case. 

‘*I propose,’’ said Senator Burks, ‘‘to ask 
the witness what questions I wish.’’ 

‘*Certainly,’’ said the Chairman, ‘‘but I 
thought it would be better to get legal infor- 
mation from lawyers.’’ 

‘*I questiona man for what he knows,’’ 
said Burks, ‘‘andI know of no way of get- 
— at what he knows except by asking 

im,°’ 

‘*Very well. Ithoughtit would be better 
to getthe law from a lawyer rather than 
from a tinner,’’ said the Chairman. 

‘the witness, huwever, failed to enlighten 
the committee on legal questions. 

SUTTER ON THE STAND. 

Charles Sutter, President of the St. Louis 
Underground service Co., which owns the 
existing conduit, was mez jalied. He said 
that his company was cap. {lized at $1,000,000 
and that the capital ock was all 
paid up in cash, iranchises and. 
rights. It was incorporated under the 
laws of Missourl and had complied with the 
law in relation to incorporations and must 
therefore have pai@ up one-half of its cap- 
ital before becoming a corporation. It had 
one continuous mile of conduit. It did not 
Claim to have an exclusive franchise. The 
Witness demanded to see the prospectus Mr. 
Durant had spoken of and Chairman Yeater 
asked the manager of the Bell Telephone Co, 
ifhe had any objection to producing it. Mr. 
Durant did object. 

‘‘Why are you opposed to the Bell Tele- 
phone bill?’’ the witness was asked. 

‘*Because I ijon’t want them to get a blanket 
franchise that would wipe us off the face of 
the earth,’’ 

‘‘How much daiditcostto put down the 
conduit you have?’’ 

‘*The contract price was $50,000.’’ 

Senator Sebree said: **‘But for your com- 
pany the Bell Telephone Co, could go under 
ground by a city franchise, could it not? 

**Well, I hope that my arguments have had 
some effect, but I can’t prevent the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. from getting what it wants.’ 


SUPT. HIGGINS. 

Supt. Higgins of the Vity Fire Alarm Sery- 
ice testified that there was an almost univer- 
Sal sentimentin favor of patting the wires 
under ground. The presence of humerous 
wires interfered to some extent with his sys- 
tem. The breaking of the telephone wires 
would interfere with the fire alarm Wires. <A 
sleet storm might make the interference per- 
manent; that is,it might continue for 
some i time and prevent the Fire 
Department from receiving notice 
offires. The witness was in favor of putting 
the wires of the firé alarm system under- 

round to preventthem from being inter- 
ered with by other service, The placing of 
all the wires under ground would incret&se the 
efficiency of the wires of all the companies. 

THEY WILL KILL. 

H, A. Wagner, superintendent of the Mis- 
souri Electric Light and Power Co., testified 
that the company’s wires would kill. He 
Knew of two fatal cases caused by 
wires of his company. There had been 
two other cases w of other 
lighting companies, making four deaths

The witness said that the general sent!. 
ment of the people was in favor of putting all 
the wires under ground.

Mr. Wagner was not in favor of the Stone 
bill, so far as his company was concerned, 
because the city had power to regulate the 
placing of the wires and could grant fran- 
chises to bury them, 

The witness was asked if he had any 
knowledge that the subway company had 
ever stoodin the way of companies tting 
franchises for conduits, and replied that he 
had heard that it nad, but did not know pos- 
itively that such was thecase. The placing 
of trolley wires under und > was 
not mechanically electrically 
impracticable. It had been done. 
He knew of tworoads that had been operated 
in that way. The question vf drainage 
entered largely into the ge mes of the 
conduit system, althou after all it was 
principally a matter of expense. It would 

ake money to do it, but all the wires could 
undoubtedly be bu - The witness was un- 
able to say whether in st. Louis the sewers 
were in such condition as to prevent the 
putting in of conduits. He said he knew lit- 
tle about the sewerage system of the city.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Mr. Charles Parsons’ Argument Favoring 
Government Aid. 

[From advance sheets of proceedings of 

the National Board of Trades at Washington 


in January. | 

Mr. Parsons of St. Louts: Mr. President, 
I had not expected to open debate upon this 
question, and lam so strongly of the opinion 
that the consensus of judgment of this board 
will be in favor of the resolution submitted 
by the St. Louls Chamber of Commerce that 
it hardly seems tome worth while to debate 
itatall. 

As was said by Warner Miller, in a speech 

that he made onthis subjectinthe conven- 
tion at St. Iouis, the sublect of an open 
route between the northand south parts of 
this hemisphere has been an existing one 
from tne time of Columbus, After Colnmbus 
had discovered the Island of Hispaniola he 
crulsed to fine an opening to the East 
Indies, which was his original intention on 
his first voyage. Since that time it has 
been the constant dream of navigators 
until it was found that the Isthmus con- 
nected Northand South America and that 
no such channel existed; and since 
then ithas been for many, Many years a 
constant subject of thought and desire 
amaagg commercial men, and, indeed, all the 
people of the country, and of both North and 
South America, to havea canal, a railroad, 
or some other means of getting from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific Without making the long 
and tedious voyage around Cape Horn. 
You all remember the survey that was 
made under the directions of Admiral Am- 
men, during the administration of President 
Grant. Youalso undoubtedly recollect the 
report that was made against the Panama 
Canal scheme by the United States dele- 
gates, and theiropinion has been borne out 
by the result—its absolute failure. The Nica- 
ragua Canal project was not adopted as 
recommended during Gen, Grant’s 
administration. Directly afterwards 
the plan of Capt. Eads of 
St. Louls, a very eminent engineer, who con- 
structed the celebrated St. Louis Bridge, the 
first one made in that manner in the world, I 
believe, and who superintendeda the con- 
struction of the jetties at the mouth ofthe 
Mississippi so as to make that channel of suf- 
ficient depth for ships of large draught to 
pass through—dlirectly afterwards, I say, 
Capt. Eads’ scheme was to havea rallrvoad 
constructed across the isthmus so that a 
steamer could be picked up and carried 
across from one ocean to the other. But 
that failed. Whether it was really feasible 
or not I cannot say; I never investigated it, 
but I always had grave doubts, I always 
doubted whetherit was possible to take a 
ship 500 feet long out of the water, putitona 
railroad and passit over miles and miles or 
land, Atany rate, uponthe death of Capt. 
Fads that scheme went out. The only one 
that now seems practicable is a channel or 
canal from one ocean to the other, probably 
by the Nicaragua route. : 

According tothe report of engineers who 
have made careiul examination, thatis per- 
fectly feasible. Their reports have been 
submitted to eminent engineersin the State 
ofNew York and elsewhere, among them 
the State Engineer of New York; and, aftera 
careful and studious investigation covering 
all questions of expense and interest on 
bonds issued in the meantime, they have de- 
cided that about $87,000,000is an ample sum 
to complete this grand canal which will open 
communication between the Atlantic and 
Pacific with a saving of 10,000 miles of navl- 
gation. 

It is hardly worth while for me to under- 
take .to estimate the advantages such a 
canal would bring us, with 10,000 miles of 
navigation saved; the terrible passage 
around the Cape of Good Hopein winter 
a thing of the ast, opening the various 
ports of the United States, North and South, 
to direct communication withthe Pacific 
ports. Wecan hardly overestimate the ad- 
vantages to accrueto the ports ofthe Guif 
States, andtothe great cities of the North I 
belleve the advantage will be equally great. 
Then consider the advantage to all parts of 
our own countryin the saving of cost of 
transportation between California and the 
‘Atlantic States. 

Itis a settled fact that, notwithstanding the 
cost of railroad transportation in the United 
States has been reduced to such an enor- 
mous extent as compared with the cost in 
former years, still the railroad companies 
are more or less governed by water competi- 
tion. Nothing ca@n compete with water 
transportation. When you stand on the 
shores of Lake Huron and see the enormous 
amount of transportation going downand 
along the shores of that lake and through 
Lake St. Clair, as was first called specially to 
the attention of the people of this country by 
Secretary Windomin his New York speech 
you can see that water transportation is of 
far more importance than railroad trans- 
portation. 

It should also be stated that the construc- 
tion of the canal would immensely increase 
the coast wise trade of the United States. A 
vast number of vessels that cannot under- 
take the Cape Horn voyage can readily nav- 
igate the Pacific and Atlantic, passing to and 
fro through the canal. 

Again, the safety of the union of the two 
parts of this country will be wonderfully 
promoted by this canal, which will be an 
additional link binding together the Pacific 
and Atlantic States. 

So far as concerns the indorsement of these 
bonds by the United States, every man whu 
has at all engaged in financial affairs, every 
business man here present, recognizes the 
difference between a valued credit—a credit 
that is unimpeachable in the negotiation 
of securities, and one that depends upon the 
doubtful issue of an event lIike this. 
Therefore it is that the gentlemen 
who are trying, to promote this en- 
terprise desire at the Unitea States 
should guarantee these securities. That 
guarantee involves the difference between 
paying 3 per cent and paying from 6.to 8 per 
cent on $100,000,000, because that enormous 
sum of money must be raised, and it is a very 
difficult thing to raise $100,000,000. Of course 
the capacity of the people of the Uniteu 
States to absorb securities has vastly in- 
creased in the last few years. Operations 
calling for $10,000,000, $15,000,000 or $20,000, ovo 
are common, but at the same time you gen. 
tlemen who have had anything to do with a

Ifthiscanal can be built with the in- 
dorsement of the government of the United 
States for $100,000,000 of bonds therecan be 
no question that the enterprise will go 
forward and that the charges can be very 
much reduced as compared with what they 
would be if the enterprise is compelled to be 
prosecuted on a basis of $100,009,000 raised by 
private enterprise, with 6per cent bonds, 
selling perhaps at 10 per cent discount or 
more. ; 

But I think,in addition to all that, the 
Government of the United States should 
have the control of this canal. [am not 
captious at all about how it shall be done, but 
I understand that the proposition is that the 
Government engineers shall have the entire 
control of the construction. 

And, gentlemen, in connection with this I 
wish to paya tributeto the officers of the 
United States armyinthe Engineer Corps. 
All of you who Know whatthe action of the 
officers of our army has been in the past 
bear me out in saying that a more high- 
minded, more honest, more just class of 
officials does not exist anywhere. { Applause. ] 
It kas been my lot to bein sucha position 
that I can testify to the integrity of these 
men, and therefore when it is-proposed that 
the construction of this canal shall be sub- 
mitted entirely tothe control of the officers 
of the United States Army, I feelthatthat is 
a guarantee that the Government money will 
be safe; I have no fears Of any Panama scan- 
dal; Ihave no fears thatthe Government or 
the people will lose anything. 

Then, as the Government will have the con- 
trol, under the proposed bill, of a majority 
of the stock, as the Government will have 
control of the majority of the directors, and 
as the canal will be constructed by Govern- 
ment engineers, it seems tome that the in- 
terests of the United States will be thorough- 
ly protected. At any rate, while I donot 
speak as one having special authority, yetI 
know that the gentlemen who are connected 
with this are actuated by patriotic motives 
much morethan by personal interests. I 
know that their personal interest is entirely 
subsidiary to their general wish to promote 
the interests of the whole country. There- 
forelIam isatisfied that anything within 

reason that may be proposed by Congress to 
make safe the indorsement of the bonds of 
the canal company be willreadily agreed to 
by the gentlemen who are considered to be 
the promoters of this enterprise. 

lalso take note of the enormous income 
derived from the Suez Canal; last year I 
think that income was between $15,000,000 
and $16,000,000. With that fact in view lam 
satisNed that this scheme will bea paying 
one. The English Government has made an 
enormous amount of money from its 
purchase of Suel Canal shares, which 
are now worth about four times what that 
Government paid for them. If we can 
construct this canal and can get one-half of 
the income now derived from the Suez Canal, 
say about $8,000,000, it will certainly pay an 
amount sufficient tosatisfy the most grasp- 
ing financier. I cannot see why the income 
from this canal will not be greater than that, 
because we shall undoubtedly get an amount 
of business equal to half of that which goes 
through the Suez Canal, or Very nearly half, 
in addition to our immense California, Ore- 
gon, and other Pacific Coast traffic. 

1 aimost forgot to mention another consid- 
eration, and that is that there 1s no question 
at all but that if this canal should not be con- 
structed with the aid of the Government of 
the United States it will be constructed with 
the aid of England. There is no question at 
all but that there are English capitalists 
ready to-day to take hold of this scheme, | 
am well informed that such Is the case, 

lt certainly seems to me, when we consider 
the value of that great Interior lake, its 
utility In freeing our ships of salt water 
accretions, when we consider that the canal 
duplicates the power of our bavy by making 
the same ships available in either ocean, 
with the various other benefits to our whole 
people, that every man in the United States 
who has a regard for the sovereignty and 
the glory of his own country, and who de- 
sires that her fag shall float on all seas alike

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through Congress, is requested @o give such finan- 
cial aid to this great project, and obtain that govern- 
inentail controland protection so necessary for the 
peace and prosperity of our country. This aid and 
encourageinent should now be given, and thus make 
the construction of the Nichragtia Canal and its 
opening sure in the near future.

THE HOME RULE BILL. 

The home rule bill which Mr. Gladstone 
has just presented in the House of Com- 
mohs as the last public act of his long and 
honorable career is expected to meet the 
demands of the Irish people atid cement 
the factions whose wranglings have so 
long delayed the work. 

The essential feature of the bill is the 
establishment of an Irish Legislature or 
Parlignenit With authority subject: to 
certain enumerated restrictions in matters 
which shall be retained by the Imperial 
Parliament at Westminster. These relate 
to the sucession to the crown, the making 
of war and peace, the control of the army 
and navy, foreign relatiofie, currency, 
weights and measures and other purely 
imperial subjects. 

In preparing this bill Mr. Gladstone has 
had to réckon with some of the strongest 
and least flexible traditions of the British 
people. He has been unable to take 
the direct course and proceed upon 
an abstract theory of government. 
On the contrary he has adapted 
himself to practical conditions and 
done the best he could as a practical states- 
man. A thousand and one details and 
conflicting practices have entered into the 
problem, and this bill does no more than 
offer a partial solution of a véry perplexing 
difficulty. But it is a step forward and 
brings the Irish people a little nearer the 
liberty they crave. 

The méasure affords an opportunity to 
compare the English and American sys- 
tems. In Amefica a free people delegate 
certain powers, clearly defined, to the 
General Government. In .Great Britain 
the Crown grants certain liberties to the 
people, whose freedom, formally at least, 
is limited by the will of the Government. 
This contrast is particularly striking 
in this Irish legislation, which is a dis- 
tinct declaration that the grants to 
the people are privileges which may be 
resumed. This is probably the most serious 
difficulty in the way of practical reforms. 
Freedom wins its way by hard knocks in 
the face of a theory which is the summing 
up of a thousand years of practice. But to 
set this aside in the case of Ireland would 
commit Mr. Gladstone to a similar policy 
with reference to England and Scotland, a 
policy which could not be worked out for 
decades, perhaps for centuries. 
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THE CONVICT’S PLEA. 


The letter of a convict, which slipped 
out of the walls of the State Penitentiary 
ahd {appeared in the Post-DISPATCH, em- 
bodies not only an excellent argument 
against the employment of prisoners on 
public works, but a moving plea in be- 
half of the great reform in the treatment 
of convicts and their dependents urged by 
the Post-DIsPATCH and recommended to 
the Legislature in the final message of 
Gov. Francis. The pith of the letter on 
these points is contained in the following 
extract: 

The contract system which Is in operation 
is, Loxpect, the best the State can do with 
our class. If they put us to work outside 
some of the worstand least sensible would 
commit some outrage which woula so arouse 
the community in which we Were at work 
that it might result dangerously to many of 
us who were in no wayto blame. Ihave 
heard repeatedly that the State only gets 
about 60cents per day for each hand hired. 
This is too Nttte, and I think wheh a man 
works hard all day under the direct over- 
sécing of a foreman of the contractors and a 
guard hired by the State, that he ought to 
have @ little of his earnings, if not for him- 
sélf, at least for his family or kin on the out- 
side who aré In no way to blame for his going 
wrong. If the State would charge more for 
our work they could set aside a few cents 
each day io give us when our times are out or 
turn it over to our families. 

The utterance of this convict is valuable 
as showing the attitude of many of his 
class on the subject. They have commit- 
ted crimes, but they are not wholy de- 
praved. In many instances the crimes 
were committed under the impulse of sud- 
den passion or the influence of irresistible 
temptation. Few are irredeemably bad 
ahd to subject those with any good in 
thetn to the hardships of slave labor, to 
cut them off from all avenues of reform and 
with indiscriminate crucélty to inflict 
worse punishment upon the innocent than 
the guilty is to drive them to hardened 
recklessness and resentment and possibly 
to drive others to crime. 

Oat there be any so ignorant of human 
nature as to fail to see that to put hope in 
the heart and to admit the motive of love 
and care for others in the labor of the 
lowest criminal is to bring into his life a 
benéficent, elevating, reforming element? 
It is not alone charity, but the highest 
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The cartoon printed in the SUNDAY Post- 
DisPatoH répresénting Forest Park as it 
will bein five years, is a fair warning of 
the possible result of the present inolina- 
tion 6f the municipal authoritiés to yield 
to the pressure of business interests in the 
matter of using the park. 

The appearance of the park now ap- 
proximates the appearance given it in the 
cut, where it is fepresénted as dutup by 
steam atid street railroads and dotted with 
depots, sheds, stables, restaurants and 
saloons. While facilitfes for getting to 
and from the park and necessary con- 
veniiences for securiig comfort and 
shelter. within it should be provided, it is 
easy to pass the limit of propriety in 
grantifig park privileges and thus destroy 
ite most delightful character as a place of 
résort Where the people of the city may 
find im the green sward, trees and pure 
air of undisturbed and undefiled nature 
pleasant relief from the noise, bustle, 
sights, smoke, dust and dangers of the 
city life. . 

The park is now a noble and invaluable 
possession of St. Louisans, one that they 
will value more and more as the city grows 
and the countfy becomes more distant. 
They should Vigilantly guard it and vig- 
orously resist all encroachments upon its 
natural beauties and charms, Its quiet 
and safety must be preserved. The con- 
struction of a belt line around the park 
would afford easy access to every part of 
it and to every line touching it. 
No further privileges inside the park 
should be granted. Our park space has 
been gradually diminishing under the de- 
mands of alleged public needs. What we 
have left should bé kept consecrated in its 
pristine character to the use of the people. 


THE Whisky Trust investigation, from 
which so much was expected, is not bear- 
ing much fruit. The blight of corporation 
influence seems to have fallen upon the 
committee and questioning is stopped just 
when it begins to get interesting. The 
conspiracy to blow up the Shufeldt dis- 
tillery ought to: be thoroughly exposed, 
for the people are more curious about that 
little plutocratic incident than in anything 
else connected with the Trust. But owing 
to the courtesy which obtains among gen- 
tlemen disagreeable questions touching 
the subject are not asked and the informa- 
tionis not given. It is the same sort of 
influence which has paralyzed so many 
Grand-jury investigations here in 8t.

To say that the resolution of the Board 
of Trade asking that the headquarters of 
the Mississippi River Commission be re- 
moved from New York to this city is 
reasonable is not.a fair way of putting it. 
To locate the headquarters of that com- 
mission in New York is such a 
foolish thing that the request to change 
them to the metropolis of the Mississippi 
Valley is a mere @pression of the dictates 
of good sense.

HOBBS SAVES HIS SALARY. 

The meeting of the House Oommittee on 
Official Fees and Salaries last evening was 
one of the most exciting of the session. This 
committée has had a time of it ever since the 
session opened with the Jackson Coun@y 
fee grab discussion and was getting 
ready for a_ rest when Robyn’s 


bill reducing the salaries of Recorders of 

Deeds was referred. Representative 
Robyn lives in the Twenty-sixth Ward 
in St. Louls and is the Republican member of 
the City Central Committee from that sec- 
tion.

Chairman Killam’s presence of miad alone 
prevented ascene while thé meeting was in 
progress. After Robyn had been refused the 
request to lay the Odill over, Re- 
corder of Deeds obbs was invited 
to make a statement and he handled Robyn 
without gloves. He said that the member 
who introduced the bill did not represent the 
wishes of the people. 

‘‘He is simply trying to wash dirty linen 
Defore this committee and nothing else,’’ 
said Hobbs, hotly. **Let no one 
be deceived by his alleged reform 
movement.

ST. LOUIS COURTS CRITICISED. 


Report cf the Legislative Committee on 
Criminal Costs. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.—The Special 
Committee on Criminal Costs, through its 
Chairman, C. P. Hawkins, made its report to 
the House yesterday afternoon. The report 
states thatthe Committee found that during 
the past ten years the State has expended for 
criminal costs the following amounts: 

1883 and 1884...$325,000 | 1889 and 1890. ..$535,000 
1885 and 1886... $3,000 1891 and 1892... 625,000 
1687 and 1888... 540,000 

This includes a deficit of $75,000 for the last.2 
years above mentioned, making a total ex- 
penditure by the State forthe past ten years 
of $2,566 ,000, which does not include appro- 
priations made during the time for theap- 
prehension, of criminals and the suppression 
ofoutiawry. The aggregate amount ex- 
pended by the various counties and the city 
of St. Louis during the same period amounts 
approximately to $7,698,000in the prosecu- 
tion of misdemeanors, making a'total ex- 
penditure for the past ten years of $10, 264,000. 

To cut down costs, the committee recom- 
mends that laws be enacted to prevent 
unnecessary continuances, to destroy the 
bringing of petty and malicious prosecutions, 
the summoning of unnecessary witnesses, to 
shorten the time allowed defendants for chal- 
lenging jurors, to limit ¢osts incurred in pre- 
liminary hearings, amending the law £0 
that appellate courts canhot reverse cases 
for mére technical errors and the immediate 
repeal of the present chatige of venue law. 

‘he committee’s report referring to the St. 
Louls courts states that a law applying only 
to that city authorizes the clerks of the 
Criminal Court and Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection toissue separate subpoenas for each 
witness ina cause,and to swear each witness 
every day he attends court,receiving 20 cents 
per day for each witness sworn. This 
system the report says runs up an enormous 
unnecessary expense. The report also 
recommends that the city of St. Louls be 
compelled to pay the fees of witnesses in at- 
tendance on the Grand-jury there, as all the 
counties in the State have todo with the 
witnesses who appear before their Grand. 
juries, in Sts Louis the State at 
present pays these fees, amounting, the re- 
port states, to thousands of dollars annu- 
ally. The report also states that the Criminal 
Court of St. Louis has an unnecessary nhum- 
ber of jurorsin attendance at the State’s ex- 
pense. It is further alleged in the re- 
port that the sheriffs and mar- 
shals of lar cities make an 
unnecessary number of trips with prisoners 
to the peattoe=es . Itisfurthercomplained 
that all unclaim witness fees in St. Louis 
gotothe city andin the outside counties to 
the county, though the State hasto pay all 
these fees. 

Jackson County (Kansas City) constables 
and justices also fall in for their share of 
criticism, I is held that by bringing 
cases on frivolous and imaginary charges 
and subpeenaing unneccessary and imaginary 
witnesses the justices Of that county make 
more money than judges on the State 
Supreme bench and the constables more 
than Governors of the State. Itis also held 
that for keepin risoners in jail in that 
county the rs ane an enormous sum 
for their broad and thedlerk plarge fees for 
making out the cost bills. 1t is recommended 
by the report that laws be enacted to stop 
these abuses. R. W. Prigmore and George 
W. Trigg served on the committee with 
Chairman Hawkins.

TRYING TWIRLERS. 


How Youngsters Are Chosen for the 
Coming Season. 


A REAS0N WHY BASE BALL TEAMS GO 
SOUTH IN SPRING. 


List of Aspiring Pitchers Engaged to 
the League Clubs—Croker and Dwyer 
Have More Turf Schemes—Track and 
Stable Gossip—Baptiste After Lutt- 
beg—The Gun-—Sporting News. 


**The prime object of the Southern trip in 
the spring time,’’ said President Buckenber+- 
ger of the Pittsburg club to that eminent all 
round authority Col. Pringle, ‘‘is to experi- 
ment with the young pitchers. During the 
winter the clubs pick up a string of reputed 
crack-a-jacks or ‘‘phenoms,’’ as they are 
dubbed on the diamond, then when 
the warm weather comes we take 
them South and test’ them. Some 
clubs don’t and try the costly experiment of 
putting untried menin the box during the 
championship season. I don’t believe in 
that. Exhibition games arethe proper me- 
dium for experiments. After the Southern 
trip is overa manager cantell pretty accu- 
rately Just what material is available and 
the amount of reliance he can place on it. 

**It is very difficult to judgethe qualities 
of pitchers at times. We came very near let- 
ting Terry golast season. After he had been 
with our team awhile he became sick and 
Burns thought that he was done forasa 
pitcher. I was ordered to make out Terry’s 
release and hand ittohim. Iwrote out the 
release, but kept it in my pocket until lhada 
conversation with Mr. Temple onthe matter.
